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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-6, and 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kinney (US2888546). 

Kinney discloses a ceramic heat conductor support disc comprising a disc body (42), a 
center aperture (46), a plurality of circular intermediate apertures (45) located between center 
aperture and periphery (Figure 6), a plurality of elongated openings (45) which run along a 
radius of disc and extending from periphery to intermediate apertures (Figure 6) with a radius 
less than the maximum radius of the disc and a constant width smaller than the width of an 
aperture (Figure 6). Kinney does not disclose intermediate apertures located asymmetrically, and 
intermediate apertures with an elliptical shape. Changing the shape and location of the 
intermediate apertures is recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art and is a 
matter of design choice.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4, 7, 12, and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 10/27/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Kinney is nonanalogous art, it has been held 
that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order 
to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 

F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Kinney discloses a ceramic heat 
conductor support disc which supports an electrical heating element. In response to applicant's 
argument that functional language must be given patentable weight, a recitation of the intended 
use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.
